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Raymond advanced he was informed that Do- 
nald had abandoned the ſiege of Limerick, and 
tnd ſtrongly entrenched himſelf in. a defile near 
Caſtell; through which the Englith were to paſs, 
where he waited fof them. Raymond was foon 
Witneſs of their ſtrong fituationy with a conlfi! 
derable army poſted to advantage behind their 
Works. He diſpoſed his troops in Order of bat- 
tle, but the Prince of Offory, ſtruck with the 
appearance of the enemy, ſuſpected the reſolu- 
tion of the Engliſh; who prepared for action, 
not with the noiſe and tumult of the Iriſh, but 
with the calmneſs of determined valour. Oſ- 
ſory thought iti incumbent oπα him te remon- 
ſtrate with the *Engliſh ; he bluntly told them} 
they muſt exert themſelves, and conquer or be 
deſtroyed; that if they offered. to retreat, he 
and his men would inſtantly join the enemy.

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From the year 1600, 'to the landing of CROMWELL. 
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IN the year 1600, the chiefs of Ulſter, Lein- 
I ſter and Connaught, combined to ſhake off 
the Enghſh government. They expected to 
effect this without much difficulty, if the 
chiefs of Mufiſter could be brought over to 
affiſt them. This province they conſidered 
the key of the kingdom, becauſe it poſſeſſed 
more cities and walled towns than all the reſt ; 
a country reputed the garden of Ireland, hav- 
ing commodious harbours lying open to 
France and Spain. On the death of Sir Tho- 
mas Norris, who was killed in battle, the 
Queen made choice of Sir George Carew to be 
lord prefident of Munſter. His r 
were publiſhed in 1633, in a book called 
Pacata Hibernia, from whence we have taken 
every thi ee for our purpoſG. 
Wurx Sir George entered on the preſidency, 
de was furniſhed with three thouſand foot, 
and two hundred and fifty horſe, for the whole 
fervice of the province; 'a force utterly inea ;

was received in the Engliſn camp with clamour 
and murmuring. It was imputed to the 
neglect of Lord Portland and Count Solmes the 
general officers, and to the ſecret diſaffection of 
Lanier, who had formerly been a favourite of 
King james. This accident interrupted Wil- 
liam's operations for a week, but having re- 
ceived ſome cannon from Waterford, he renew- 
ed them with vigour, and was frequently ex- 
poſed to danger.

NzexT morning King William ſent a drum 
mer into town, to demand a truce for burying 
the dead, which was refuled. The Engliſh ar- 
my, ſtill undiſmayed, were impatient for ano- 
ther attack, but their ammunition. was low, 
and the ſeaſon rainy, which determined . Wil- 
liam to raiſe the ſiege, which was accord- 
ingly done on the thirtieth, after loſin 
above one thouſand men in different af- 
faults on the town.

faction, end the unſettled ſtate of his country, 

had ſuch a powerful effect on Tyreonnell, he 
died in Limerick on the fourteenth of Auguſt, 
and was buried in the Cathedral church. Cap- 
tain O'Hagan who deſerted to General Ginkle 
the ſame day, informed him that Tyrconnell 
died by poiſon adminiſtered in a cup of ratifta, 
becauſe he would not comply with the prevail- 
ing faction in the city. I The town was at 


this time a ſcene of. contention, diſcord and ſuſ- 


picion. The French and Iriſh parties, the mo- 
derate and the violent, all contended with an- 
acrimony encreaſed by their misfortunes. Sars- 
field was brave, violent and enterprifing; he 
croſſed the Shannon with all the forces he could 
collect, amounting to ſeven thouſand men, and 
{ſpoke with confidence, of meeting Ginkle in 
the field. The French generals expected ſuc- 
cours from France and declared for war. Some 
of the Iriſh officers had entered-into a correſ- 
pondence with the Englith, folicitous to ſecure 
their own intereſts; others poſſeſſed of more 
generous ſentiments, declined any conipoſition 


except it included all their countrymen. Nor 


were the Englith leſs divided, ſome of them 
condemned all overtures, while others were for

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nable; and although General Lauzun reported 
in France, he would take it with roaſted apples, 
we find ĩt withſtood an army of twenty thou- 
ſand men, commanded by K. William in per- 


ſon. The memory of the haſt ſiege made a 


deep impreſſion on General Ginkle; he ſtreng- 
thened his army by withdrawing every garri- 
ſon that could be ſpared, and Mr. Juſtice Cox 
ſent him one thouſand militia from the county 
of Cork, moſt of which were ſtationed at 
Killaloe. He proceeded gradually and cauti- 
ouſly, enlarging the time limited by a former 
proclamation for the ſubmiſſion of the Iriſh, 
promiſing pardon and protection, fayour and 
encouragement to all thoſe who by a timely 
ſubmiſſion, ſhould contribute to ſave the effu- 
ſion of blood. On the fourteenth. of Auguſt 
Ginkle encamped at Cahirconliſh; early next 

morning, one thouſand five hundred ' horſe, 
commanded by General Ruvigny, . and - one 
thouſand foot, by the Prince of Heſle, wit 
ſix field pieces, were ordered to march towards 
Limerick. The general and chief officers alſo 
went to Singland, where the army encamped 
laſt year, and found the Iriſh had repaired 
Ireton's fort, had built another at. Pennywell, 
and partly finiſhed a line of communication. * 
The Iriſh feemed determined to try their for- 
tune outſide the walls, but after a ſhort reſiſ- 
tance, they abandoned all their out works, and 
retired into the town. Every precaution was 
now taken to guard the paſſes on the Shannon, 
to confine the garriſon to the county Clare for 
ſubſiſtence.

It 
was however ſuffered to go to decay in the 
year 1748, but revived in the year 1972, by.

 TwenTy boys are taught to read, write, 
keep accounts, and to fing in the cathedral.

After this Marſhal Lacy, being ordered, to attack the 

Crim, eroſſed an arm of the ſea, and to the aftonithment of 

all Europe, penetrated the Crimea, Where victory always. 

attended him ;; by which gallant exploit he ſaved an army, 
which mutt have been facrificed in attacking the impenetrable.

General Count Browne 
of Ruſſia, governor general of Livonia, ſigna- 
lized - himſelf with uncommon bravery at the 
battle of Zorndorff. He married the daughter 
of Field Marſhal Lacy, by whom he had iſſue 
general and colonet Browne, now in the Empe- 
ror's ſervice. What an honour to the county 
of Limerick, to have given birth to a family 
on whom France, Spain, Ruſſia, Germany, 
vied with each other in heaping diſtinguiſhed 
honours and employments. ? * I 
Let us now add the opinion of a celebrated 
foreigner, as to the merit of General Browne. 
t muſt he acknowledged, that the victory at 
Loboſitz was bravely diſputed by Browne, 
an officer of great activity, fertile in expedients, 
wiſe in the planning of any enterpriſe, and 
prompt in the execution of it. If I was to 
compare him with any of the ancients, I ſhould 
place him by the ſide of Veſpaſian and Mar- 
cellus.

We 
know, however, that the entire kingdom was 
inhabited by the children of Mileſius, and their 
followers, and that the Romans had very little 
knowledge of the different parts of the country 
they Refled. Having the ancient Iriſh hiſto- 
ries for our authority, we can aſſert, that in 
the year of our Lord 125, OLioL OLLum, kin 
of Munſter, when ing, divided his kingdo 
etween his two ſ6ns. To his elder, Eogan or 
ugene, he left South Munſter, to his younger 
ſon, Cormac Cas, he bequeathed North Mun 
ſter ; eonſeguently, what we call the County bf 
Limerick, formed a part of his dominions. , The 
erown of Munſter was alſo, by his will, to be 
enjoyed alternately by the iſſue of theſe two 
ſons, which was ſtridtly obſerved until the 
time of: BRN Boxv, monarch of Ireland, ho 
was of the race of Cormac Cas 
Ii the year 959, Manon, the active and en- 
terpriſing king of North Munſter, with his 
droͤther Brien, were perpetually in arms againſt 
the Danes, conſtantly harraſſing them; but, at 
die fame time, never attacking them but where 
they had the advantage of fituation; ſo that 
far from repeating their depredations on the

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public, they durit not now venture from their 
ſtrong holds, but in large bodies. Alarmed at 
the ſucceſs of Mahon in this kind of partizan 
war, the Danes of Cork, Waterford, and Li- 
merick, agreed to raiſe a body of men, to cruſh 
for ever this riſing . Three thouſand 
picked men were raiſed for this purpoſe, com: 
manded by Muiris, chief of the Danes of Lame- 
rick, under whom were four colonels of great 
military experience, and other officers of ap- 
proved yalour. Mahon's troops, in flyipg par- 
ties, conſtantly hovered round them, in their 
march from Caſhell to Limerick, ſometimes 
ſkirmiſhing in front, ſom etimes in the rere, or 
wherever they found them expoſed! At 
length at Sulchoid, * a noted paſs, they attacks 
ed them with ſuch ſpirit and im̃petuoſity, and 
with ſuch. viſible advantage, that the front 
ranks fell in upon the center, and all was: ſoon 


in confuſion. In vain did their chiefs exert all 


their courage. and ſkill, and oppoſe themſelves 
to the greateſt dangers to reanimate the trodps. 
Two thoufand of them were eut to pieces on 
the ſpot, with their general and principal offi 
cers, and the remainder fled towards Limerick; 
whither they were ſo cloſely and eargerly pur- 
ſued, that the victors entered the town with 
them, putting to the ſword all opponents, 
breaking down the walls in fevęral places, and 
ſetting fire to all the gates of the cit. 
Tux Eugenians, who, had ſo long governed 
Munfter, but particularly Maolmuadh, the ſor 
of Brain, could not bear to ſee Mahon ſo 
ſtrongly rivetted in the throne of that province. 
This place till bears the name, and is ſituated aſtle 
Lloyd in:ths Coonty of Limerick. 5

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He leagued with the common enemy, but 
Mahon defeated their whole combined forces 
in two different battles. Maolmuadh, deſpair- 


ing to ſucceed by open force, had recourſe to 
| treachery. The biſhop of Cork, and other 
__ clergy of Munſter, interpoſirig 1 offices, 


it was agreed that both princes ſhould meet, 
with a few friends on each ſide, in order to 


ſettle their differences amicably. The houſe of 
O' Donovan, chief of Carbre-Aobhdhda or 
Kenry, in the county of Limerick, was the ap- 


pointed place of meeting; and thither Mahon 


repaired with only twelve noblemen and their 
ſuite in his train. In the interim Maolmuadh 
tampered with O Donovan, and he was baſe 


enough to promiſe to ſecure the body of his 


prince. The ſon of Brain, attended with: a 
ſtrong party of horſe, at ſome diſtance, and the 


gallant Mahon was carried off to the county of 
Cork, and baſely murdered at a place called 

Leacht-Mathuin, near Macroom, in that county 
. Brien Borv, the fon of Cinetdi, ſucceeded 
his brother in the crown of North Munfter, in 
the year 965; and, after ſecuring internal peace 
and good order, his next objects were to be re- 
venged on the betrayer and the murderer of his 


brother. O'Donovan was too well acquainted 
with the ſpirit and reſolution of Brien, not to 


apprehend every thing from him; and there- 
fore took into his pay, beſides bis own' troops, 


fiſteen hundred heavy- armed Danes, comman- 


ded by Avlavus, a ſoldier of great experience. 
Brien, as was expected, in the ſpring of the 


year 966, entered his territories in Kenry, and 
was oppoſed by the combined forces.

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courage. The sirname with the hunt, or 
Mac, was aſſumed only by the chief of the 
name. O'Brien, Mac Carthy, O'Neil; import- 
ed the chiefs of Thomond, Deſmond or Tyrone, 
and they were addreſſed by no other title. 

In the courſe” of this work, we have endea- 
voured to give ſome family anecdotes, but it is 
extremely difficult to trace them to their origi- 
nal. Time which in hiſtorical matters, is often 
the mother of truth, ſerves as frequently to 
baffle the utmoſt diligence in genealogical en- 
quiries. The ſcience of heraldry was unknown 
until after the conqueſt. The expeditions made 
in the ath century to the Holy Land, laid the 
firſt foundation of that uſeful ſcience. Bodies 
of men from various countries, being aſſem- 
bled into one army, it became neceſſary ſor 
each commander to diſtinguiſh himſelf by a 
particular badge or device, that his troops 
might be encouraged to follow him on to vic- 
tory, or in caſe of a defeat, to rally about his 
perſon. This was the original of bearing coats 
of arms, and it was ſtill later, before family 
names Came to be generally ufed in England 
and Ireland.

Foſtering was conſidered a 
ſtronger alliance than blood, and was the 
cauſe of many ſtrong combinations and 
factions. . The Engliſh lords and freehol- 
ders baniſhed their own followers by intole- 
rable oppreſſion, and by means of theſe cuſ- 
toms, they became in one century, like the 
Iriſh, in their language, their dreſs, their man- 


ner of fighting, and all the cuſtoms of liſe. As 


for oppreſſion, extortion, and other. treſpaſſes, 
the weaker never had-any remedy againſt the 
ſtronger; therefore no man could enjoy his 
life, his wife, his lands or goods in ſafety, if a 
greater man had an Inclination to take heap,

Ix order to render this account of Caſtle Con-

Many chronic diforders 
proceed from. obſtructions in the minuteſt veſ- 
ſels of the body, which nothing'can relieve but 
a moſt ſubtile medicine that can pervade theſe 
. veſſels. The moſt powerful medicines preſ— 
cribed in ſuch diſorders, are taken from mine- 
rals, but they are groſs and inactive compared 
to the volatile, mineral ſpirit which abounds 
in this water. The ancient phyſicians ſpoke 
of ſuch mineral waters with admiration, and 
looked on them as ſingular bleſſings. They 
are ſtrengtheners and mild aſtringents, helping 
ſuch diſorders as proceed from à relaxation of 
the ſolids, tender or weak nerves. From hence it 
has been experienced they have cured barreneſs - 

and other diſorders peculiar to women, are of 
ſervice in the aſthma, rheumatiſm, gravel, 
dropſy, and even in a decay, if an ulcer is not

Tux preparation for drinking the waters is

vice. The food ought to conſiſt of young, freſh 
meat eaſy of digeſtion: Fruits, ſallad, roots, 
except aſparagus, and artiehokes ought to be 
avoided.
